THE HOLOCAUST. 


The Number of the Dead May not Exceed One 
Hundred and Thirteen: 


Duchess d’Alencon’s Body Found, but Several Prominent 
Persons Supposed Lost Escaped.

ONLY NINETY-FOUR CORPSES OFFICIALLY IDENTIFIED. 


Crowds Flock to the Scene of the Fire or to the Hospitals and 
Temporary Morgues—Remarkable Sight at Night at the 
Dreadful Spot—Wailing for Relatives and Friends—Presi- 
dent Faure Tenders Sympathy and Condolences— Heroic Ef- 
forts at Rescue—Bystanders Tear Burning Clothing from 
the Fleeing Sufferers—The Queen of Naples Remains Up All 


Night Awaiting News of Her Relative—Only One American 
Thought to Have Perished. |

The conflagration, which broke out MLLE. ZIE GOSSE, 


shortly after 4 o’clock yesterday, in 
the kinetomotograph booth, near the 
sta}l of the Duchess d’'Uzes, while 1500 
to 2000 people were present, was at first 
believed to have caused the loss of 
over two hundred lives. This dispatch 
is sent early Wednesday morning, and 
111 charred corpses have been recov- 
ered, together with twelve portions of 
bodies, the identity of which may never 
be recognized. 

Since 5 o’clock this morning, crowds 
have been fiocking to the Palais de 
l’Industrie, where many bodies and in- 
jured were taken. At 6 o'clock, a de- 
tachment of the Garde Republicaine 
of infantry 
which had been on duty all night 
about the sscene of the catastrophe. The 
search for’ the dead continues. Quan- 
tities of coins, watches, rings, neck- 
laces and bracelets have been picke? 
‘up in the debris. -As soon as the bod- 
ies are claimed by the anxious rela- 
tives or others who have been hovering 
in despair about the spot throughout 
the night, they are placed in carriages 
and taken to their former homes. 

The scene at night was remarkable. 
Long lines of infantry were drawn in 
a cordon eround the dreadful spot: 
bonfires, torches, electric Hghts and 
gas jets used to illuminate the scene,

Several Sisters of Charity are among 
the dead and injured. 

The Duchesse d'Alencon was the sis- 
ter Of the Empress of Austria and of 
the wife of Prince Ferdinand of Or- 
leans. She was the Duchesse of Ba- 
varia and was born in 1847._ She mar- 
ried in 1868. Her daughter, Princess, 
Louise, is married to Prince Alphonse 
of Bavaria: her son, Prince Philippe, 
is the husband of the Princess Hen- 
riette of Belgium. The Duchesse had 
great wealth, and was one of the mgst 
prominent ladies of France. 

Owing to the disfigurement, identifi- 
cation of many bodies is extremely un- 
certain, and the list of dead given above 
is subject to correction. 

Among the articles picked up in the 
ruing was @ ring inscribed: ‘Ferdinand 
d’Ordino-Sophie de Baviero,” names of 
the Duke and Duchesse d’Alencon, 
doubtless the betrothal ring of Her 
Highness. A silver watch attached to 
a gold brooch was also recognized as 
the property of the Duchesse. Her body 
has not been found. The houses in the 
vicinity are being carefully searched in 
the hope that the Duchesse was only 
injured, and is being tended at some 
private residence. Up to daybreak the 
Due d@’Alencon refused to quit the scene, 
and only went home at 8 o'clock be- 
cause he was physically incapable of 
further exertion. The Queen of Naples 
and other, relatives of the missing 
Duchesse sat up all night at the hotel 
of the Duc d@’Alencon on the Avenue 
Friedland awaiting news. 

President Faure all night was in 
constant communication with the Pre- 
fect of Police, who forwarded the 
names of the identified dead and of 
those injured. The President also dis- 
patched orderly officers everywhere to 
inquire into the condition of the in- 
jured, and hearing that a trumber of 
the latter had been taken to the Hospi- 
tal Beaujon, the President proceeded 
there to console them. In the court- 
yard of the hospital President Faure 
met the surgeons attending the _ in- 
jured, and thanked them for their devo- 
tion. Mme. Floresse, wife of the 
Spanish Consul, expired just as Presi- 
dent Faure reached her bedside. An 
extraordinary Cabinet meeting will be 
held this evening as a result of the 
fire. 

Many tales of despair are told. Mme. 
Foulard was saved by her husband, 
who, as soon as he placed her in 
safety, dashed back to the burning 
building to save his daughter. He 
clasped the girl in his arms and nearly 
reached the door when they were 
caught in the flames, and the father 
and daughter perished before the eyes 
of the agonized mother. 

Baron de Mackau had a similar ex- 
perience. Seven times he penetrated 
the flaming ruins in search of his sis- 
ter, each time to save another and 
only s¢e his sister, later, falt before his 
eyes when he no longer had strength 
to lift her. | 

The Marquise d’ Aigle was rescued by 
a fireman after she had given herself 
up as lost. All her friends had fallen 
around her and she was on her knees 
in prayer, awaiting death, when a 
fireman caught her up and succeeded 
in extricating her, though she was 
frightfully burned. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon police offi- 
cials announced that  sixty-three 
corpses had been officially identified. It 
was.also officially stated the dead 
would not exceed 111. 

The ladies who succeeded in escaping 
rushed frantically, shrieking madly, 
into the courtyards of adjoining houses, 
wildly beseeching help. The fact that 
the faces and heads of the dead were 
so horribly charred and disfigured is 
explained by the fact that the capes 
worn were generally of flimsy material, : 
and were the first articles of apparel to. 
catch fire. ‘

An eye-witness describes the scene 
as follows: 

“The women mostly wore light cos- 
tumes, and those who escaped from the 
furnace were screaming ‘Fire! help!’ 
The faces of many were covered witt? 
blood. From time to time children 
ran out of the burning building, crying 
for their mothers. A number. of 
women: of the poorer class, standing 
in the crowd, at the risk of burning 
themselves, tore the flaming clothing 
from the persons of the ladies as the 
latter. dashed in terror through the 
streets.

bazaar at that moment was 
more or less than a huge 
brazier. As the heat was unbearable 
we made our way to some vacant 
ground between the bazaar and the 
Convent of the Rue Bayard, and 
joined a handful of workmen who were 
trying to rescue people from the flames 
by means of a ladder too short to 
avail much. While the work of res- 
cueé was in progress, heartrending cries 
from the rear attracted us. Two women 
who had just escaped from the flames 
were lying writhing on the ground just 
beyond the margin of the fire. We 
darted in that direction, and as we 
neared them pieces of burning debris 
fell in showers on our heads, and we 
were unable to reach these unfortu- 
nates, who were then burning like 
torches. They had ceased to stir, and 
soon entirely disappeared in the 
flames. The witnesses of this awful 
scene groaned and wept. The awful 
drama was then at its height. In the 
midst of the hissing, crackling flames 
we heard the shrieking of the victims, 
but they were speedily stifled. 

“Seeing the hopelessness of saving 
the bazaar, the firemen turned their at- 
tention to the. adjoining convent, up 
the wails of which the flames’ were 
leaping. In a few moments the bazaar 
collapsed with a frightful crash, envel- 
oping the vicinity in flaming debris. I 
was then able to approach it. On all 
sides were the bodies of lately. ele- 
gantly-dressed people, many of them 
stretched on their backs, with arms 
extended as though appealing for help.

Col. Markis commanded 
the Greek left wing, and Col. Mav- 
romichaelis the right wing. Both re- 
pulsed the Turks with great slaughter. 
The railway station was destroyed 
by the Turkish shells, and railway 
communication between this point and 
Volo is interrupted. Preparations are 
being made with the utmost activity 
for the battle which seems inevitable 
tomorrow (Thursday.) 
AN OFFICIAL REPORT. 


LONDON, May 5.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telegraph, un- 
der date of Wednesday, says: 

“Following is the official dispatch 
from Maj.. Pallis, chief of staff of the 
Greek forces In Thessaly, describing 
the fight at Pharsala: ~ 

“"The Turks attacked our advance 
posts at 2 o’clock. Since yesterday the 
enemy’s movement has indicated an 
intention to cut off our left wing, ane 
today they atatcked our front. Our ad- 
vance posts retreated, as they were 
fighting against very superior num- 
bers, and took up a position in front of 
our right wing. 

“*An artillery duel ensued along the 
extensive line. The enemy’s infantry 
advanced in perfect order at three 
points and in large numbers, but they 
were speedily checked by our infan- 
try. 
“"The respective losses are as-yet 
unknown. The Crown Prince took a 
very active part in the combat, and ad- 
vanced within range of the Turkish 
fire, greatly inspiring the men. Frince 
Nicholas was equally active at the 
right wing, and directed the fire of his 
battery against the Turkish batteries, 
His coolness greatly encouraged the 
troops. 

maintain all our positions in- 
tact, and the engagement will certainly 
be continued tomorrow (Thursday.) 
We calculate that about 15,000 Turks 
attacked our right wing. They rushed 
down the hill slopes in vast numbers. 
The enemy was our superior in both 
artillery and cavalry; the caliber of 
their guns was larger, while their num- 
ber was almost double ours. We had 
no cavalry, because our only squadron 
had been used for scouting, and had 
gone to Trikkala.’”’ 

THE GOOD NEWS. 

LONDON, May 5.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Standard under date 
of Wednesday, says: 

“There is great rejoicing over the re- 
eeipt of the official telegram from 
Pharsala,.saying that the Turks had 
been repulsed, and that the Greeks 
hold their positions after a three-hours’ 
battle. The dispatch says that Crown 
Prince Constantine and Prince Nich- 
olas fought courageously in the front 
rank, risking their lives a hundred 
times, and that they had an ovation 
from the whole army when the fighting 
was over. 

“The government has forwarded to 
them its warmest congratulations. The 
Kimg and the Cabinet have also ad- 
dressed a manifesto to the troops, con- 
gratulating them upon their courage 
and patriotic devotion.

SMOLENSKI IS INDIGNANT. 


He Sees no Excuse for the Retreat 
from Mati. 
[BY ASSOCTATED PRESS WIRE. 

NEW YORK, May 5.—A dispatch ta 
the Journal frorn Velestino says that in 
an interview with Gen. Smolenski. the 
hero of the Greek people, he expressed 
his indignation over the rout of his 
countrymen at Mati. 

“How did all this come ahout”’ he 
asked. “It was a panic without a rea- 
son, a retreat without an excuse. Those 
troops at Mati must not be reproached 
with cowardice. They are the same as 
those with which we fought a Revent 
for five days against tremendous odds 
and still made headway. I believe it 
was blundering on the part of the staff 
and nothing else, that drove them into 
a panic. 

“How are men to fight If they lose 
confidence in-their léaders? They say 
the army was disheartened. Nonsense! 
The men were ready to go ahead any- 
where, but how were they to under- 
continual retreat 
without defeat? Our soldiers are like 
the Fremch; they want to go always 
ahead, but want to see the officers al- 
ways in the lead. 

“I repeat, the troops we led at Dimo- 
loul, Janina, Reveni and Bougzes were 
the very same, but there we did go 
ahead and our men knew the Turks 
never would compel us to retreat.” 

“But who gave the order for your 
retreat?” 

“I may tell you from whom the order 
came—from Prince Constantine. I re- 
fused to bélieve it. I waited, and a see- 
ond and more pressing order followed. 
I began to understand what fault had 
been committed. I saw, however, what 
would be the consequences if I refused 
to obey and disregarded the misjudged 
order, and when the third came, insist- 
ing on an immediate withdrawal and 
announcing that no troops were left 
north of Larissa, I saw all was lost and 
thought only of saving for the country 
the brave corps that had followed me 
inside the Turkish frontier. 

“Our retreat was in perfect order. 
Nothing was lost and there was not the 
slightest confusion. We marched back 
with our eyes full of tears. We saw 
our hopes blighted, a province lost and 
a shadow cast on the honor of our 
army. We were depressed, no doubt, 
but on our way to Pharsala we thought 
our brave army had been betrayed and 
hoped that our energy woutd allow us to 
repair the mischief. Now we are here 
to try to do it. Iam here to defend 
Volo. The Turks must pass over me to 

Volo, and I will die hard. I 
should prefer marching on Larissa, but 
Cafinot do itt aiene. [ ought to be 
helped. There should be combined ac- 
tion of the staff and Prince at Pharsala, 
but those people are slow. 

“When the army is completely re- 
formed at Pharsala, then we will com- 
bine with the fleet and hope to be more 
successful. 

“We have few friends and appreciate 
them the more. Tell our friends in 
America that th®y need not despair as 
yet. We mean to. deserve their friend- 


ship by acting up to the hard-earned 


reputation of our countrymen.” 


CONSTANTINE’S DEFENSE. 


He Denies That He Gave the Order 
to Retreat. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, May 5.—A dispatch to 
the Journal from Pharsala says that 
His Royal Highness, Crown Prince 
Constantine, commander-in-chief of 
the Greek army, is now staying with 
his staff in a very plain house which 
may still be considered a palace in 
Pharasala. It stands just outside the 
town on the slope of the mountains, 
which surround a magnificent plain, in 
which for a second time the fate of a 
country will perhaps be settled in a 
few days. -In the course of an inter- 


view the correspondent said -to the 
Prince: 

“When I last had the honor of see- 
ing Your Royal Highness I little 


thought events would take such a dis- 
astrous turn. Friends of Greece are at 
a loss to explain how or why the forces 
of the country were so suddenly with- 
drawn from the frontier, leaving the 
people to the turks.” 

“TIT am well aware,” His Highness an- ~ 
swered, “that our decision has been ad- 
versely criticised in Greece and else- 
where. Still, as chief of the army, I 
mean to take the full responsibility for 
all that has been done. 

“You have seen the way our troops 
fought in the few days the campaign 
lasted. I was in the front, as was my 
duty, and I may say the idea never 
crossed my mind that a retreat was 
necessary. They now reproach me for 
having given orders to leave our post- 
tions. You are at liberty to declare 
that no such order was ever penned by 
me. -I know our soldiers too well and 
was always in favor of going ahead. I 
felt and still hold the same opinion. 
The truth is, all my orders to the com- 
manders might be summed in two 
words, ‘push forward.’ 

“However, those in gommand upon 
their own responsibility and for rea- 
sons I cannot discuss, ordered the re- 
treat from Mati and Derelira. When 
once I was confronted with the fact 
that a retreat had been ordered and 
actually was proceeding, I took it upon 
me to leave Larissa and bring the army 
back to Pharsala, where we should 
occupy a practically impregnable po- 
sition. 

**Yes, I take the full responsibility of 
the order. I was absolutely convinced 
that after a retreat the army could not 
be trusted to reform jn the open plain 
in which Larissa is situated. They 
blame me now because it has been 
learned that the Turkish army waited 
two days before venturing to occupy 
the town, but how is a general to 
reckon on the slowness of his adver- 
sary’s movements? Who could imag- 
ine that Edhem -would thus waste 
time? And was it not more natural 
to expect the Turkish cavalry would 
surround the town in a few hours, cut- 
ting off all retreat and obliging o 
army to surrender? 

“My duty as chief of the army was 
to secure the safety of the country, to 
guard it against any surprise. When 
time has passed over these events and 
people can judge cooly, I still believe 
my action will be considered as the 
wisest that could be taken under the 
circumstances. my 
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broke when I realized that I must 
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abandon Larissa to its fate. However, 
we did what we had to do.” 

“But now that” évents have driven 
you to bring back your army,” I said 
to His Highness, “may 1 ask whether 
you expect the war to continue?” 
-“You have seen how our soldiers 
have been fighting at Velestino. You 
were on the battlefield and could judge 
for yourself of the bravery and pluck 
of Smolenski.. The Turks have been 
driven back toward Larissa. You ask 
me now if we shalt limit our action to 
defendirg our positions. 1 personally 
remain convinced that it would te 
preferable to take the offensive. We 
Want to give the army time to settle 
down again so that the morale will be 
as good as it wes at the opening of the 
campaign. Before taking any further 
steps the staff must be convinced that 
the army has completely regained its 
former confidence, and that the gov- 
ernment can keep it supplied with ev- 
erything that is necessary. 

“We are working hard to get every- 
thing in order: I can say no more, but 

tell our friends that hasty judgment 
would be unfair and that we hope to 
show them soon that everything that 
has been done was Wally in the inter- 
est of the country.”

Barnes by Attorney 
Baggett and M. W. Fox, with the view, 
it is said, to the issuance of warrants 
for the arrest of those accused. The 
Bpecific charges, are the alleged 
forging of the seal of the Hale and 
Norcross Silver Mining Company and 
the issuance of fraudulent certificates 
of stock of the company by parties 
complained against. 

The trouble had its origin in the dif- 
ferences that have existed between the 
stockholders of the company for some 
time past. The suit of M. W, Fox 
against Alvinga Hayward, Hobart and 
others of the company, which resulted 
in a judgment of nearly $1,900,000, is 
directly responsible for the bitter an- 
tagonism that has been displayed 
among those interested in the com- 
pany’s affairs. Hayward sought to 
retain contro] of the mine by the elec- 
tion of his agents to the board of di- 
rectors, but Fox was on hand continu- 
ally determined to frustrate his de- 
sign. 

Grayson and his friends recently held 
a meeting of their own and elected a 
board of directors. The Grayson board 
at once organized for business, and the 
necessaay certificates of Alection were 
made out and sent to Nevada to be 
filed. As these certificates required to 
be stamped with the official seal of the 
company, which was in the possession 
of Segretary Collins, and therefore un- 
obtainable, a fac simile was made and 
the documents duly stamped. This ac- 
cording to Attorney Baggett, who rep- 
Fox, constituted a 
felony under the provisions of section 
470 of the Criminal Code, which de- 
clares that the making of a seal of an 


incorporation by unauthorized persons 
constitutes a forgery.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 5.—Three of 
the crew of the steamer Whitesboro 
were accidentally drowned at Green- 
wood yesteiday. The vessel was lying 
at the wharf with several lines run 
out to dolphins to keep her from 
bumping in the heavy swell. The seas 
began to roll in with increasing sever- 
ity, and Capt. Johnson concluded to 
put to sea, as he was lying in an ex- 
posed position.

The engines 
were started at full speed, and the 
steamer rode the sea safely, but the 
6mall beat was capsized and cast high 
upon the beach. The men were seen 
for a few moments struggling in the 
water, and then one by one they went 
down. Lindholm's body was washed 
ashore some time afterward, but the 
bodies of Volgwardsen and Johnson 
have not heen recovered. 

Volgwardsen and Johnson both re- 
sided in this city, and were unmarried. 
Lindholm leaves a, widow and child, 
who reside in Berkeley. 

The Whitesboro returned to Green- 
wood, after the sea had subsided, but 
Was ordered home by her owner, and 
will arrive here tomorrow with Lind- 
holm’s body.

DELEGATES ASSEMBLE.

in Secret. 

POSTMASTER-GENERAL’S TALE. 


THE IDEA OF A UsiON CAME FROM 
THIS COUNTRY. 


Extent of the Service—..uestions to 
be Considered—Those Who Did 
the Honors—Brilliant and 
Picturesque Scene. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Univer- 
gal Postal Congress met today in the 
great hall of the Art Gallery. Fifty- 
five coumMtries were represented, Ko- 
rea, China and Orange Free State, 
which are outside of the pale of the 
union, had delegates present. Fost- 
master-General Gary delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome. 

It is expected the work of the con- 
gress will extend over about six 
weeks. Most of the work will be 
transacted by committees, which will 
submit the result of their labors to 
Congress about once a week. The 
present postal agreement will be re- 
vised and renewed. Several important 
questions will be considered, among 
them a proposition to transmit the offi- 
cial mail of countries which are mem- 
bers of the union free of charge; the 
question *of increasing the unit of 
weight to be carried under a 5-cent 
stamp from half an ounce to three- 
quarters of an ounce, and also the 
proposition for a universal stamp. 

_ The hall presented a brilliant ap- 
pearance when Gen. Batchellor, the 
premier delegate of the United States, 
called the congress to order at il 
o’clock. The delegates were attired in 
dress suits or full court costume, their 
breasts bespangled with glittering 
ensigns and enameled orders. The 
oriental delegates were very pictur- 
esque in their silken robes. The Ko- 
rean wore his box-like headgear and 
the Turk his red:‘fez. The decora- 
tions of the hall were lavish. The walls 
were rich with gorgeous tapestries and 
shone with coats-of-arms. The pre- 
vailing colors were gold and crimson. 

The sessions of the congress were 
held behind closed doors. Postmaster- 
General Gary, Assistant Postmaster- 
General Heath, Gen. Batchellor and 
Capt. Brook did the honors. Postmas- 


ter-General Gary in the address of 
welcome said: 

' “Wei want to afford you an object 
lesson of the marvelous growth of 
communities founded mainly during 
the past century which support a pos- 
tal system, comprising more than 70,- 
000 offices and 200,000 employés, sup- 
plying mails for and dispatching them 
over 170,000 miles of railroad; . 12,000 
miles of steamboat service and by 
other minor routes of service, aggre- 


* gating in all over 460,000 miles of post 


routes, and, in the year 1896, handling 
a total of 5,693,719,619 pieces of mail 
matter. - 

“It is quite appropriate that this, the 
fifth congress of ‘the International Pos- 
tal Union, should be held in the United 
States and at the capital of our na- 
tion, for it was here that the sugges- 
tion creating this body originated. 

“‘Postmaster-General Blair on August 
4, 1862, in a communication addressed 
to Mr. Seward, then Secretary of State, 
proposed an international conference of 
postal delegates to recommend meas- 
ures looking to the revision, simplifi- 
cation and uniformity of international 
postal arrangements. And the Depart- 
ment of State submitted the proposi- 
tion to the governments of Great Brit- 
ain, Franee, Prussia, Sweden, the Neth- 
erlands, Belgium, Italy and Ecuador. 
Favorable responses received 
from all the governments named, and 
at Paris, on the second Monday of the 
following May, the first international 
conference assembled. 

“Out of this idea of an international 
conference grew the larger idea of a 
permanent universal postal union, and 
the first congress of this union met in 
the hall of the National] Senate of Swit- 
zerland in September, 1874. The treaty 
creating this union went into effect on 
the Ist of July, 1875. 

“The Universal Postal Union is young 


_in years, but phenomenal in successes 


and achievements. It is the outgrowth 
of separate treaties between different 
national organizations, compact, in es- 
sential respects, from others. 

“The founders of the institution are 
fast passing away. Only a few remain 
on this side of the boundaries. of time 
who have personal recollections of its 
{nauguration, and soon there will be left 
only the scattered and incomplete rec- 
ords of the different administrations to 
tell the story of how one of the grand- 
est projects of the century was con- 
ceived and born. 

“Some important questions will be 
brought to your attention which are 
not likely to be decided by unanimous 
votes. Some powerful governments 
will propose modifications of the treaty 
of Vienna relating t® the reduction of 
transient rates. Others, perhaps, will 
ask to have such rates abolished. The 
question of reducing the rates of inter- 
national postage will come before you. 
To the consideration of these grave 
propositions I invite your careful at- 
tention, confident that your decision 
thereon, as well as the other subjects, 
will be wise and profitable for all the 
countries concerned. 

“Again welcoming you to this cap- 
ital, wishing for each of you a pleasant 
sojourn among us and a safe return to 
your homes at the conclusion of a prof- 
itable session, I declare the fifth con- 
gress of the Universal Postal Union 
opened, and ask you to organize by 
nominating a president to conduct your 
deliberations.” 

Camille de Lessert, director 
Lausanne, Switzerland, the dean of 
the union, followed the Postmaster- 
General with a brief address. H2 pro- 
posed Gen. G. 8S. Batcheller, the old- 
est of the United States delegates, as 
president of the Congress, and he was 
unanimously chosen. Gen. Batcheller 
made a fitting response in French. 

Mr. Fritch, director of the Depart- 
ment of Posts for Germany, delivered 
an eulogy on Dr. von Stephan, ard 
col- 
league’s remarks with some words of 
profound regret. 

'Mr. Hohen, director of the postal

An elab- 
orate luncheon was served at the con- 
clusion of the preliminary exercises. 

In the afternoon, the three commit- 
tees which will have charge of the de- 
tailed work of the congress, were ap- 
pointed, after which the congress ad- 
journed to meet at the call of the 
president, who will assemble the dele-

PORT ORCHARD DOCK. 


NAVAL OFFICERS THINK IT IS NOT 
SERVICEABLE. 


A Report Has Gone Forward to the 
National Capital Which May Re- 
sult in the Abandonment of the 
Site—Real Estate Jobbery. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.1 

TACOMA (Wash.,) May 5.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The new United States dry 
dock at Port Orchard may be aban- 
doned as useless upon receipt of the 
report now on the way to the Secretary 
of the Navy, and made by the com- 
mander of the battleship Oregon, 
which went on the dock for repairs, 
but was forced to leave without mak- 
ing them, because of the, settling of 
the dock and the imminent danger of 
its total collapse. The Oregon was ac- 
cordingly got out of the dock as 
quickly as possible, and the command- 
ant of the dock joined the commander 
of the Oregon in a report of the ca- 
lamity, which was mailed to Washing- 
ton, D. C., yesterday. 

The dock was recently completed at 
a cost of nearly $1,000,000, and is one 
of the largest in the world. Several 
large vessels* have been docked there, 
including U.S.S. Monterey and H.M.S. 
Hyacinth, but nothing unusual was re- 
ported, although it is said that there 
was a noticeable settling of the dock 
every time a large vessel was taken 
on, but when the Oregon was placed 
in the dock and water pumped out, 
the settling was so marked and so 
rapid that the officials became very 
much alarmed and, without waiting for 
further developments, let in the water 
and floated the vessel out. 

The report now on the way to Wash- 
ington is said to recommend the aban- 
donment of the dock and the naval 
station for the reason that the ground 
on which the dock is built is not suit- 
able and can never be made to sustain 
the weight of large battleships such 
as the Oregon. The concrete founda- 
tion, which is said to be insufficient, 
was not laid on the hard pan, but upon 
a soft and slippery loam or quicksand, 
which furnishes no bottom upon which 
to build. The hills surrounding the 
dock are full of springs, and altogether 
the location is said to be a most un- 
fortunate one, and was selected more 
with a view to real-estate schemes by 
interested podlitcans who had a pull 
with the Navy Department, than be- 
cause of its fitness for a naval station 
and dry dock. 

It is claimed that the contract, which 
was taken in the name of Byron, Bar- 
low & Co., of Tacoma, was in reality 
a political job in which several local 
politicians, as well as some gentlemen 
in Washington, D. C., had an interest 
and that the amount actually spent in 
the construction of the dock would not 
exceed half the appropriation set aside 
for the work. The Oregon will remain 
in the Sound until her commander 
hears from Washington. 


TESLA’S THEORIES. 


He Advises New Methods in Using 
Roentgen Rays. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, May 5.—It has been 
known for some time that Nicola Tesla 
has been making exhaustive investiga- 
tions concerning Roentgen rays, not 
alone for their use in scientific demon- 
strations, but also for their effect upon 
the human system. Tesla has now 
given voice to his deductions, so far 
as he has determined them, in a long 
statement of his experience with the 
rays, in the current Electrical Review, 
and in the course of it he makes some 
announcements certain to create wide 
discussions and comment in the scien- 
tific world. Summing up his experi- 
ments, Tesla says: 
“It would seem to be advisable, first, 
to abandon the use of bulbs containing 
platinum; second, to substitute for 
them properly-constructed Lanard 
tubes containing pure aluminum only, 
a tube of this kind having, besides, 
the advantage that it is constructed 
with great mechanical precision and 
therefore is capable of producing much 
sharper impressions; third, to use a 
protective screen or aluminum sheet, or 
instead of this, a wet cloth or layer of 
felt; fourth, to make exposures at a 
distance of at least fourteen inches, 


and, preferably, to expose longer at a 
greater distance.”’

REFUSED TO RATIFY. 


Arbitration Treaty Giwen a Black 
Eye by the Senate,

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Senate 
today by a vote of 43 to 26 refused 
to ratify the general arbitration treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain negotiated by Secretary Olney 
and Sir Julian Poncefote. The rules 
of the Senate require a majority of 
two-thirds for the ratification of trea- 
ties. Hence four more affirmative votes 
would have been required to secure a 
favorable result. The vote in detail 
was as follows:

A total of sixty-nine votes was cast, 
leaving nineteen Senators who did not 
respond. 

The pairs, so far as obtainable, were 
as_follows: Two affirmative Senators 
being paired with one negative Senator 
in most instances: Chandler and Clark 
for, with Teller against; Tillman and 
Turner for. with Chilton against: Sew- 
ell and Earle for, with Mantle against. 

Senator George was paired for the 
treaty and Senator Berry against it. 
Pairs were announced for the follow- 
ing: Aldrich, Cannon, Elkins, Gorman, 
Murphy, Wolcott, Kenny and Allen. 

The vote was preceded by a short, 
spirited debate, introduced by Senator 
Mills of Texas, who made a strong ap- 
peal to the Senate against ratifying 
the agreement. He asserted that as 
amended the document was most ob- 
jectionable, not to say contradictory in 
terms. He pointed out especially the 
provisions for the settlement of con- 
troversies in regard to territoria] 
claims and asserted that whereas the 
amendment adopted by the Senate to 
the first article of the treaty declared 
against their inclusion, the sixth and 
eighth articles remained unchanged, 
England justly could claim that ques- 
tions of territorial rights were still 
included within the scope of the treaty. 
Under such circumstances, he asked, 
what was to prevnt Engiand from pur- 
chasing the island of Cuba or any other 
American territory and, in case of ob- 
jection on the part of the United 
States, insisting on the reference of 
_the dispute to arbitration. He spoke 
of the conduct of England in connec- 
tion with the Graeco-Turkish war and 
implored the Senate to protect the 
United States against the proposed al- 
liance. 

The speech made a visible impression, 
and the opinion was general that the 
treaty should be amended so as to 
remedy the inconsistency explained. 

Senator Tillman asked that time be 
given for such amendment. Owing, 
however, to the fact*that the Senate 
was under agreement to vote at 4 
o’clock there could be no postpone- 
ment, except by unanimous consent. 

Senator Carier who from the first, 
has been one of the active and effective 
opponents of the treaty, interposed an 
objection. He said he would put no 
obstacle in the way of the postpone- 
ment of the vote until another day, 
but if the vote was to be taken to- 
day he would insist upon it at the 
specified time. He made a very pun- 
gent speech in opposition. He said there 
could be no doubt of the partiality of 
the government and the people of the 
United States--toward the settlement 
of disputes by arbitration and that for 
this reason there never would be any 
difficulty in securing arbitration for any 
specific dispute with any nation but it 
Was not necessary for. our people to 
tie themselves in an agreement of un- 
certain scope and purport, espectally 
with a country which had shown itself 
to be so completely out of sympathy 
with the feelings of the people of the 
United States in the position England 
had taken in European affairs. Mr.

Senator White remarked that the docu- 
ment was full of illogical propositions, 
and said furthermore, that its syntax 
would have to be improved before it 
would be thoroughly aceptable. 

It was evident before the ballot was 
completed that the motion to ratify 
would be beaten. The absence of some 
Senators unpaired, who were consid- 
ered favorable to arbitration was ac- 
cepted as an unfavorable indication.

Senator Davis, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, declined 
to express an opinion for publication, 
but talked freely with his friends. o 
them he attributed the defeat to the 
feeling of dissatisfaction at England's 
course in the struggle of the Greeks to 
liberate the Island of Crete from Otto- 
mon dominion and the Armenian mas- 
sacres and with the “evident’’ design 
At the conclusion of the proceedings, all 
of which were in executive session, the 
Senate refused to authorize the publi- 
cation of the details. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—SENATE.— 
The open session of the Senate today 
was devoted to the Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation Bill, which was not com- 
pleted up to the time of adjournment. 

Mr. Deboe of Kentucky took the 
oath of office at the opening of the ses- 
sion and was cordially greeted by his 
Republican associates. A towering 
bouquet of American Beauty roses and 
lilies had been placed on the desk to be 
occupied by Mr. Deboe, which adjoins 


that of Mr. Hanna, and is in the rear |} 


row of the Republican side. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill 
was immediately taken up. 

Mr. Allison moved an amendment to 
the item for a survey of the Nicaragua 
Canal route, so that the proposed com- 
mittee shall consist of from three to 
five members from the army or navy 
or civil life, at the President's discre- 
tion, The amendment caused some op- 
position and finally went over for fur- 
ther consideration. 

Considerable civil-service discussion 
followed the introduction of an amend- 
ment by Mr. Wilson of Washington re- 
quiring the appointment of commis- 
sioners to classify Northern Pacific land 
in the Northwest “by and with the con- 
sent of the Senate.” 

Mr. Gorman urged that this was an 
effort to take the office out of the civil 
service. The amendment was finally 
modified and adopted so that appointees 
shall be confirmed by the Senate and 
shall be divided between the political 
parties. Mr. Gorman remarked that he 
hoped the provision as to a due recog- 
nition of political parties would be 
carried out in good faith. In certain 
recent appointments no attention had 
been paid to such provisions. 

Mr. Morgan offered an amendment 
appropriating $50,000 for the improve- 
ment of Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 

Mr. ‘Aldrich of Rhode Island ((Rep.) 
said he sympathized with the pur- 
pdése of the amendment, but it should 
not be put on this bill, as a similar 
item had been rejected by the House 
last year. Mr. Morgan felt that the 
House might change its attitude.

The open session was resumed at 
4:20 p.m., and the consideration of 
the Sundry Civil Bill resumed. Mr. 
Pettigrew of South Dakota offered an 
amendment authorizing the President 
to suspend the order of President 
Cleveland withdrawing millions of 
acres from the public domain and con- 
stituting them forest reserves. The 
amendment also proposed an appro- 
priation of $150,000 for surveys of these 
lands. In the course of the debate Mr. 
Allison stated that the main portion 
of the amendment had been prepared 
by the Secretary of the Interior under 
the eye of the President. Mr. Petti- 
grew added that assurances had been 
given—he would not say from whom— 
that if the amendment was adopted the 
President would suspend @he order. 
In response to a statement from Mr. 
Morgan that a point of order would 
be made against the amendment, Mr. 
Pettigrew declared that if the amend- 
ment went out on a point of order he 
would see that the pending bill did 
not pass until some relief was given 
as to the order creating forest reser- 
vations. 

Mr. Carter of Montana (Rep.,) criti- 
cised the order of President Cleveland 
and pointed out the serious results 
which had occurred. The Senator said 
efforts had been made to have the 
order set aside, but as this course 
might be construed as discourteous to 
the former President, it was deemed 
advisable to correct the situation. Final 
action on the amendment was deferred. 

At 5:10 p.m. the Senate adjourned.

BIBLE INSPIRATION, 


SUBJECT OF DR. MUNHALL’S FIRST 
SERMON IN THIS CITY. 


Arguments of Skeptics Against the 
Divine Origin of Holy Writ Met 
by the Speaker—Announcements 
of Fature Meetings. 


Simpson Tabernacle was filled with 
about two thousand people last night 
for the initial service held by Rev. L. 
W. Munhall, D.D., the evangelist 
whose coming has been the signal for 
union evangelistic services in this large 
church. A chorus of nearly 100 voices 
carried the music with a rush and a 
swing, and the congregation joined 
heartily in singing the popular hymns 
that were selected. 

After the opening prayers and hymns 
the evangelist was introduced by Rev. 
Warten F. Day, D.D., pastor of the 
First Congregational Church. Dr. 
Munhall began his address by outlin- 
ing the work to be done in Los An- 
geies, and deploring the low spiritual 
condition in this city, as shown by 
the church records for the past year 
or two. He urged the abasement of 
the people before the Lord, and par- 
ticularly the necessity of cheerful giv- 
ing, stating it as his opinion that no 
effective work could be done in the 
way of soul-saving without. a liberal 
money contribution to the good cause 
as an evidence of earnest conviction of 
sin and the value of salvation. 

By way of putting this exhortation 
to. practical test, a collection was im- 
mediately taken up, and then Dr. Mun- 
hall announced that the hymn books 
in use were his own personal property, 
and were not to be taken from the 
church under any circumstances. 

Beginning his address without fur- 
ther preliminary exercises. Dr. Munhall 
plunged straight into the heart of his 
subject, which concerned the making 
of the Lible. The sacred scriptures are 
the only guide té Salvation, and neces- 
sarily emanate from a higher source 
than human intelligence. Many of the 
objections made by skeptics to the 
theory of.divine inspiration of the 
Bible were reviewed and set aside, and 
each point was illustrated by a num- 
ber of quotations and anecdotes, show- 
ing the mutability of science and the 
manifold imperfections of -human 
knowledge. 

In Genesis, a full account is given of 
the fifteen orders of genera, as the 
plan of creation is unfolded, and this 
wonderful work was instanced by the 
speaker as one of the great proofs of 
divine inspiration, as it would § have 
been impossible to any man, even the 
prophet Moses. The time-honored 
story of Jonah was reviewed, and all 
skeptics put out of countenance by 
the declaration that nowhere in the 
Bible fs it asserted that the whale 
actually did swallow that hapless way- 
farer. Dr. Munhall, however, dis- 
claimed any personal disbelief, efther 
in the actual occurrence, or in the 

physical capacity of the whale to have 
swallowed Jonah, and cited many in- 
Stanes to show that it was really but 
a trifling gastronomical feat after all. 

Another proof of the divine origin 
of the Bible lies in the absolute un- 
flinching truth of its biographies. No 
human account of lives of great teach- 
ers and prophets would have dared to 
have showm all sides, good and bad, 
great and petty, the actual man as he

TOO MUCH SUGAR. 


Abrogation of the Hawalian Reci- 
procity Treaty Advocated. 

A special meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association was held yester- 
day mornig for the purpose of consid- 
ering the reciprocity treaty with the 
Hawaiian Islands. 

Statistics were presented showing 
that the importation of sugar from 
those islands since the treaty was in 
force aggregates nearly $140,000,000, 
while American exports to Hawaii 
amount to only $84,000,000. There are up- 
ward of 3,000,000 acres of available beet 
sugar land in this State, capable of 
producing all of the sugar hitherto 
imported. The question was asked: 
Why not put a duty on that sugar 
which will produce a needed revenue 
to the government, and encourage the 
building of beet-sugar factories in 
California which will furnish profitable 
employment to tens of thousands of 
idle men, rather than stimulate the 
industry in the islands, where coolie 
labor is excessively employed? 

After discussing the subject at con- 
siderable length, the following resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted, and 
copies were forwarded to the California 
Senators and Representatives in Wash- 
ington: 

“Whereas, the treaty now in force 
between the Unite@ States and the 
Hawaiian Islands provides for the free 
entry into the United States of raw 
sugar, to the great detriment of the

THEY DIED TOGETHER. 


Sad Fate of a Runaway Dead-wagon 
Team. 


A dead wagen ran away yesterday 
with fatal results to the horses, who 
met their death right in front of @ 
hospital. 

This was the manner of their taking 
off: The empty dead wagon of Orr &

MR. TAWNEY OF MINNESOTA. 

T. H. Kirk, principal of the San Ber-. 
nardino city schools, sends to THE 
TIMES a long communication received 
by him from Representative James A. 
Tawney of Minnesota, relative to the 
consideration accorded to California 
interests in the Dingley 
Tawney is a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House, and 
Mr. Kirk wrote to him, among others, 
urging that he do all in his power to 
give adequate protection to the indus- 
tries of the Pacific Coast. He also in- 
closed an editorial which appeared in 
these columns on April 8, complaining 
of the shabby treatment which Cali- 
fornia had theretofore received in the 
adjustment of tariff schedules. 

Mr. Tawney asserts that the Ding- 
ley Bill, on the whole, gave better 
rates of duty than had ever before 
been given to California products. This 
assertion, as a broad general proposi- 
tion, may be conceded. But the real 
ground of complaint, as set forth in 
the editorial referred to, was 
California had never received thé full 
consideration to which the importance 
of its industries should justly entitle 
it. We have been compelled to fight 
for justice, inch by inch, and such rec- 
ognition as we have received has been 
secured in a large degree because we 
have proved ourselves to be pretty good 
fighters. Our principal contest, so far 
as the pending Tariff Bill is concerned, 
has been before the Senate sub-com- 
mittee, and to that fight the editorial 
referred to more particularly related. 

There is no present warrant for 
wasting words over the schedules of 
the Dingley Bill, which méasure is 
practically a thing of the past. The 
Senate amendments have superseded 
it to a large extent, and with these we 
have now to deal. They are more 
favorable to California, on the whole, 
. than the Dingley rates. But this fact 
is due rather to the earnestness with 
which we have contended for our 
rights than to any particular generos- 
ity on the part of those who have seen 
fit to oppose us. o 
' os» Myr. Tawney says he is in favor of 
the l-cent rate for citrus fruits, and 


that he voted for it in the Ways and 


Bill. Mr..

Means Committee, but was outvoted by 
the opponents of that rate, He further 
disclaims any desire or intention on 
the part of eastern Representatives or 
Senafors to do injustice to the Pacific 
Coast in this or any other respect. 
His disclaimer is both timely and 
necessary. Let us hope that he “speaks 
by the card,” not only for himself, but 
for others. It is but just to give Mr. 
Tawney full credit for the fairest of 
motives and the best of intentions. 
He will have ample opportunity to 
show his friendship for California ana 
the Pacific Coast when the Tariff Bill 


comes before the House for final con- 
sideration. 


THE SENATE AMENDMENTS. 

Dispatches from Washington relative 
to the work of the Senate sub-commit- 
tee which has for some weeks past 
had the Tariff Bill under considera- 
tion show that considerable reductions 
in the rates of duty have been made 
all along the line, It should be under- 
stood, however, that these changes are 
not reductions below the rates of duty 
imposed by the present tariff, except 
in rare instances. They are reductions 
from the rates fixed by the Dingley 
Tariff Bill, which passed the House 
some weeks ago. In many cases the 
rates of duty named in the Senate 
amendments to the Dingley Bill are 
as high as those of the McKinley Act. 
In some instances they are higher—as 
notably in the case of citrus -fruits— 
and in a few cases they are lower. 
The aim of the Senate sub-committee 
seems to have been to reduce the rates 
of the Dingley Bill in nearly all cases 
where they exceeded those of the Me- 
Kinley law, without any very nice dis- 
tinctions as to the merits of the ques- 
tion or the needs of the industries af- 
fected. The fact that the Dingley Bill 
advanced the rate of duty over that of 
the McKinley law, in a particular case, 
seems to have been regarded by the 
Senate sub-committee as a. sufficient 
warrant, in such cases, for cutting 
down the rate either to the McKinley 
level or below it. 

As we all know too well, the advance 
in the duty on citrus fruits has been 
secured only after one of the most per- 
sistent fights on record. The advance 
to % cent per pound was conceded 
with ill grace even in the House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, while the 
advance to 1 cent per pound was 
wrung from the Senate sub-committee 
only by the notification of Senator 
Perkins, backed by other western Sena- 
tors, to the effect that they would 
make a fight on the floor of the Sen- 
ate if this just demand were not ac- 
ceded to. 

On the whole, the duties retained in 
the amended bill, as it is now before 
the Senate, are somewhat lower than 
the duties of the McKinley tariff, 
though materially higher than those of 
the Gorman-Wilson law now in force. 
There is probably no good reason to 
doubt that if the bill were to pass 
in its present amended form it would 
provide the revenue needed by the gov- 
ernment, and thus would obviate the 
necessity for any further issues of 
bonds. How much surplus it would 
provide which might be applied to the 
reduction of the public debt, is prob- 
lematical. Though containing some 
inequalities—and all tariff bills are cer- 
tain to contain some—it would be a 
fairly acceptable protective measure, 
and would unquestionably put new Iffe 
into many of the languishing industries 
of the country. It will doubtless be 
further amended in some important 
particulars as a result of the discussion 
which is to ensue when the measure 
comes up for formal consideration in 
the Senate, but its schedules as a 
whole are not likely to be materially 
changed. 

After passing the Senate—if it pass 
that body—the amended bill will 
again have to run the gauntlet of the 
House. But it is not likely to meet 
fatal opposition in that body. The 
exigencies of the time—the necessity 
for the prompt passage of some bill 
that will produce the necessary amount 
of revenue—will no doubt impel the 
House to accept the Senate compromise 
schedules with as good grace as possi- 
ble. In point of fact, all tariff bills 
passed heretofore have been compro. 
mise measures. The pending bill wil, 
be no exception to the rule. : 

The time fixed by the Senate amend- 
ments for the law to take effect is 
July 1, the retroactive feature of the 
House bill having been done away 
with entirely. By reasonably industri- 
ous work, the bill_can be put through 
both houses and sent to the President 
before that date. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that no factious opposition will 
be offered in either house to prevent 
this consummation. July 1 is the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year, and is there- 
fore an eminently suitable date for the 
taking effect of the new law. If com- 
mon sense, moderation and fairness be 
suffered to govern the deliberations of 


both houses, all will be well. 


THE PARIS HORROR. 

The awful holocaust at the Grand 
Bazar de Charité, in Paris, on Tuesday 
evening, has caused a feeling of gloom 
and horror to overspread tho gay capi- 
tal of France, as can well be imagined. 
The loss of life is in the neighbor- 
hood of two hundred persons, with 


. Many more than that number injured, 


some fatally. It is almost miraculous, 
under the circumstances, that the loss 
of life was not greater. Theré were 
between 1500 and 2000 persons crowded 
into the flimsy structure, which was 
gaudily decorated with highly-combus- 
tible materials and filled with goods of 
a more or less inflammable nature. 
The structure was a temporary one, 
built of wood. When it caught fire it 
burned with frightful rapidity over the 
heads of the terrified people, throwing 
them into a wild panic and trans- 
forming them for the time being into 
maniacs. The loss of life was mostly 
due to the trampling of the weaker un- 
der the feet of the stronger, in the 
frantic stampede to escape from the 
burning structure. If order could have 
been maintained the building could 
no doubt have been emptied of its liv- 
ing contents with little if any loss of 
life. But the maintenance of order in 
a mixed assemblage under such cir- 
cumstances is a practical impossibility, 
because the audiences are never twice 
the same, and of course are not amena- 
ble to discipline. The benefits of the 
“fire drill,” which is maintained in 
most of our schools, has been many 
times demonstrated in cases where 
pupils have been quietly and quickly 
removed from a burning building, 
without panic, loss of life, or injury 
to any person, simply because they 
were properly disciplined and knew 
just how to behave in the presence of 
danger. 

It seems probable that the Paris 


‘Bazar de Charité was not properly 


provided with exits, although it appears 
hardly supposable that the author- 
ities in a city so advanced in civiliza- 
tion would overlook so common and 
necessary a precaution. The exits 
should have been sufficient to allow 
the building to be emptied, within 
from two to three minutes, of as large 
an audience as could have been 
crowded into it. Every building de- 
signed for the assembling of large 
audiences—or of small ones either, for 
that matter—should be similarly pro- 
vided with exits. The law should not 
permit audiences to assemble in any 
hall which cannot be emptied of its 
full capacity inside of three minutes. 
At any moment, in any audience, a 
panic may be precipitated by fire or even 
by a false alarm of fire. One such 
holocaust as that in Paris on Tuesday 
night should serve as a warning for 
all the future, throughout the civilized 
world. Laws should be promptly en- 
acted, where needed, and rigidly en- 
forced, governing the construction of 
all places designed for public assem- 
blage. No permits for the erection of 
such structures should be issued unless 
they are to be so situated as to afford 
broad and ample means of exit. And 
as a general proposition, all such places 
of assemblage should be on the ground 
floor, though stairways are not en- 
tirely impracticable provided they are 
broad and easy of descent, and con- 
nect only with wide and straight pas- 
sage-ways. 

As a rule, more attention is paid in 
European countries to these matters 
than in the United States. But there 
is a large field for reform all over the 
civilized world, in. the construction of 


The Paris 
horror should serve to arouse the pub- 
lic mind, on both sides of the ocean, 
to the imperative demand for reform 
in this important maiter. 3

HONDURAS REVOLUTION GROWS

Cutting Down of Customs Duties by 
the Rebels Has Gained Them the 
Support of the Merchants—Bo.

DUTY ON HIDES.

With such a narrow 
margin against the duty on hides in 
the committee, the western men feel 
confident that they can carry their 
point if the question comes to a vote 
in the House, particularly as they are 
assured of the codéperation of some 
Democrats.

saved many people whose clothing was 
in flames by drenching them with the 
stable hose. Gen. Meunier, with his 
clothes ablaze, rushed into the stable- 
yard and plunged into a tank of water. 

Further particulars’ regarding the 
finding of the remains of the Duchess 
d’Alencon show that the Secretary of 
the Prefecture, accompanied by the 
maid of the Duchess and a footman 
belonging to the household of the Duke, 
examined the rows of bodies. The two 
servants stopped before a blackened 
and mutilated corpse whose abdomen 
was torn open. They declared that it 
was the remains of their mistress, and 
also sent for the dentist of the Duchess. 
The latter, after examining the corpse 
for half an‘hour, declared it was not 
that of the Duchess. He claimed there 
was a tooth too many in the head, but 
the servants insisted, whereupon the 
dentist and two doctors operated upon 
the upper jaw and then the dentist 
was able to formally identify the re- 
mains as those of the Duchess. 

Terrible scenes continued to be en- 
acted at the Palais de l’Industrie this 
afternoon. The mother of the four- 
year-old child, Alfred David, one of 
the victims, arrived during the day for 
the purpose of taking the body away 
with her. It was decided, however, 
that it was unadvisable to show her 
the ghastly remains of her child. When 
this news was communicated to the 
unfortunate mother, in a paroxysm of 
grief, she tried to force her way into 
the mortuary hall, screaming: “I will 
see my child.” It was found necessary 
to forcibly remove the poor woman, 
whose case is one of the most distress- 
ing. It appears that Mme. David lost 
her husband a month ago, and that her 
only other child died a fortnight ago. 

As far as can be learned, there was 
only one American victim, a Mrs. Por- 
ges. There are still forty-six bodies 
not identified, in addition to a mass of 
heads, limbs, etc. Linen belonging to 
one body is marked “L. T. Near.” 

Among the last to escape from the 
burning building was Baroness de Reu- 
ter, formerly Miss Beatrice Potter of 
Philadelphia. 

The unidentified bodies, as well as the 

jewels recovered from the debris, have 
been photographed by the Bertillon 
method. The funeral service of the 
victims has fixed for the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame. M. Faure 
will attend and Pere Richard will prob- 
ably officiate. 
At tonight’s session of the Cabinet 
it was decided to ask the Chamber of 
Deputies for a special credit in aid of 
the needy families. The Minister of 
Justice communicated to his colleagues 
the first results of the inquiry into the 
causes of the fire. The investigating 
magistrate, M. Berlotu, reports that 
there was great carelessness and im- 
prudence in the principal arrangements 
of the bazaar. 

Former United States Consul-General 
S. E. Morse said to a representative of 
the Associated Press: “It was singu- 
larly fortunate that there was only one 
American victim. This was indeed re- 
markable, for just now there is an uf- 
usually large number of Americans in 
Paris. -They were generous supporters 
of such fetes as the Grand Bazaar des 
Charitie, and, moreover, it gave them 
a favorable opportunity of getting into 
close quarters with the aristocracy 
and many of the celebrities of Paris.” 

Mrs. Porges was the only American 
victim. She was a Miss Weisweiller. 
Her daughter accompanied her to the 


Porges family reside in Vienna. 

One feature which is generally re- 
marked of the victims taken to the 
Palais de l’Industrie is that the head is 
thrown back and the arms are uplifted 
with a peculiarly wierd effect. The 
scene on the Champs Elysee is like 
that on popular fete days. The throngs 
are numerous and multitudes are driv- 
ing about. From time to time a solemn 
hush falls upon the crowd and every 
head is bared as the hearse passes by.

A FEARFUL CATASTROPHE, 


The Official Estimate not Equal to 
the Popular One. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

PARIS, May 5.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A somber feeling pervades every 
class of society. The newspapers 
without exception describe the disas- 
ter at the Grand Bazar de Charité 
in the sober and simple terms befitting 
so appalling anevent. The catastrophe 
will always be remembered as one of 
the most fearful which ever befell a 
European city. Nothing comparable in 
loss of life has ever occurred here, 
except the fire which destroyed the 
Opera Comique in 1887. Singularly 
qpough that disaster happened in the 
same month of the year, and eighty 


forty-five were officially reported as 
missing. In aristocratic circles the 
numberless dinner parties and other 
functions of a gaily-opening season, 
have been suddenly abandoned. 

It is now estimated that there were 
about twelve hundred persons in the 
building when the fire was discovered, 
about one-half of whom escaped un- 
hurt. Some estimates place the num- 
ber of dead at 143, other at a still 
higher figure. The amount of admin- 


catastrophe is almost inconceivable. 
The structure was so combustible that 
many of the victimes, if not most of 
them, might have been burned alive, 
without suffocation. No sort of in- 
spection seems to have been made in 
advance by the municipal or police au- 
thorities, or by the Prefect of Police.

The directors of 
the chamber will no doubt be sorry 
to see Riverside pull out, but the space 
heretofore allotted to that county will 
not remain vacant, as Superintendent 
Wiggins is driven to his wits’ end to 
tind room for all the exhibits offered. 
Riverside and not Los Angeles will be 
the loser by this short-sighted policy. 


The summary removal of a Police 
Commissioner by the Council because 
he was too strict a disciplinarian to 
suit the tastes of the easy-going is al- 
ready bearing fruit. All the other city 
officials whose tenure of office is depen- 
dent upon the good pleasure of the 
Council are trembling: in their shoes. 
They feel that henceforth they must 
be careful how they tread, and must 
endeavor to be as mouse-like and in- 
offensive as possible, else the Council 
will pounce upon them and bite off 
their heads, too. 


At last the plan for the boulevard 
between Pasadena and Los Angeles 
seems to be fairly under way, and it 
cannot be pushed through too rapidly 
to please the residents of both cities. 
The old Plaza, which dates from the 
early days of Los Angeles, would be 
a fitting terminus at this end of the 
line for this crowning achievement of 
the spirit of progress, and a new street 
running from that point out through 
the beautiful valley to the Crown City 
would be one of the greatest attrac- 
tions that could possibly be added to 
Los Angeles. Pasadena is taking a part 
in this matter that refiects great 
credit upon her generosity and vee 
spirit. 


On the eve of the opening of the na- 
tional convention of the Association of 
Railway Conductors in Los Angeles 
comes a proposal for an attempt to 
bring another national convention here. 
The Dunkards, 20,000 strong, are about 


to hold their national conference in. 


Frederick City, Md. An effort will be 
made by the Dunkards of Southern 
‘California and by the executive offi- 
cials of the local commercial bodies to 
persuade the Dunkards to fix upon Los 
Angeles as the place for holding their 
next national gathering.

PASADENA BOULEVARD. 


THE TERMINI. 

A New Street May be Run from the 
Plaza to Orange Grove Avente. 
Necessity of a Proper Entrance 
Into the Business Center. 


An interesting and important meet- 
ing of the Los Angeles and Pasadena 
Boulevard Committee was held at the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As6o- 
ciation rooms in this city on Tuesday 
afternoon. Besides the committee, 
Messrs. Hawgood and Purcell of the 
Committee of Consulting Engineers 
were present. There were also com- 
mittees present representing the citi- 
zens of South Pasadena, East Pasa- 
dena, the San Gabriel Valley and East 
Los Angeles, who were given a hear- 
ing, and who presented maps and data 
which were submitted to the engineers. 

As no definite data had been re- 
ceived concerning the route from East 
Side Park through Estudillo Cafion to 
Lincoln Park, South Pasadena, the 
Committee of Engineers was requested 
to have a survey of that route made. 
A strong letter from Walter Raymond 
was presented and read, offering to 
donate the right-of-way ‘through his 
grounds for the boulevard, if it ehould 
go in that direction. A committee of 
three was appointed, consisting of 
Messrs. Lockwood and Stewart of 
Pasadena and L. E. Mosher of Los 
Angeles, to confer with the owners of 
property between South Pasadena and 
Los Angeles with reference to rights- 

of-way, donations for the park, etc. 
The chairman of the committee was 
also authorized to employ a right-of- 
way agent, who shall — after owner- 
ships, rights-of-way, e 

The most important action taken by 
the committee was with reference to 
expressing an opinion on the location 
of the termini of at least one of the 
two boulevards to be constructed. It 
was decided that if the boulevard was 
to be constructed through East Lo 
Angeles, the terminus should be at the 
Plaza, and the te point Orange 
Grove avenue, in Pasadena. This 
leaves a large scope of country inter- 
mediate, upon which the country t 
of the road can be located. Pasadena 
expects to secure a continuation of 
Orange Grove avenue as far as the line 
of hills at Lincoln Park. A connec- 
tion at that point can be made through 
South Pasadena with Fair Oaks ave- 
nue, by way of the Raymond Hotel 
grounds, if desired. From Lincoln 
Park the road can be carried to the 
east of the hills through Estudillo 
Cafion along the east side of the ar- 
royo. 

The meaning of the action taken by 
the committee is this: The Pasadena 
and South Pasadena people have said 
to Los Angeles: 

‘We are waiting to present you with 
a magnificent entrance into Los An- 
geles and help you construct the road 
intermediate into the two towns, but 


the business part of the city, and un- 
less that can be secured, the results 
desired cannot be accomplished.” 

It is admitted on all sides that there 
is no proper outlet from the business 
portion of Los Angeles to Pasadena, 
and the Pasadena people insist that 
such an outlet shall be made a part 
of this project. That means that a 
new streei should be commenced at 
some place at or near the Plaza run- 
ning in a direct line in the direction 
of East Los Angeles, with proper pro- 
tection against railroad tracks. It was 
also decided that if some other 
through route is selected for the 
boulevard to Pasadena, in which East 
Los Angeles should be left out, that a 
connection be made with the business 
center of the*city as a part of the 
project. 

The resignation of George H. Coffin 
was accepted, and T. P. Lukens was 
elected to fill the vacancy. George F. 
Kernaghan .and S. P. Jewett were 
added to the committee as Pasadena 
members. It was decided to formulate 
— action before the next meet- 
ng. 


_ MRS. STORER’S FAD. 


Her Interesting Experiments in a 
Laboratory. 

Mrs. Bellamy-Storer devotes a large 
amount of time to experimenting in 
glazes for pottery. She has exhibited 
in the art museums and in the Paris 
Salon, and has recently completed her 
experiments on a new glaze which has 
been obtained by very costly and elab- 
orate experiments, such as no commer- 
cial firm could undertake. 

Mrs. Storer has a gas kiln at her 
home and has another in Wash- 
ington, and works incessantly at her 
experiments. Her love for pottery 
amounts to a passion with her, and she 
may be said to almast devote her life 
to its development. To produce new 
glazes is now the thought of every 
artist interested in pottery, and this 
latest achievement of Mrs. Storer’s 
will doubtless add to her fame. 

The new glaze is a dull effect of color 
somewhat leaning to the iridescent, 
with curiously-mottled effects. There 
are beautiful spots of color, and it 
has a texture almost like fur. This 
latter quality is a most remarkable 
one, and makes one marvel as he 
strokes it. Mrs. Storer has taken com- 
mon chemical crucibles and converted 
them into things of beauty. They 
glow and change like the sky. 


AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENTS. 


Academy of Sciences Founds a New 
Section, 

An Agricultural Experiment Section 
has been organized by the Executive 
Board of the Southern California 
Academy of Sciences. It is the purpose 
of this section to take up questions af- 
fecting the agricultural interests of the 
southern country, such as insect pests 
and their remedies, the betterment of 
crops; preservation of forests; the an- 
alyses of commercial fertilizers and 
naming of different species of plants, 


free of charge and bulletins will be is- 
sued for free distribution, giving the 
results of the work accomplished. 

A committee has been appointed by 
the president of the Academy of 
Sciences to have charge of the work 
of organizing the section and appoint- 
ing officers.

biologist, Prof. A. J. McClatchie; chem- 
Wade.

At the City Hall yesterday the Board 
of Fire Commissioners met in regular 
Session. Little business was trans- 
acted. Councilman Hutchison, in dis- 
cussing Mr. Forman’s removal, said 
that certain police offiéers would be 
forced to follow: 

At the Courthouse yesterday the 
Boani of Supervisors met and trans- 
acted routine business.

A YOUTHFUL FANATIC. 


RALPH COGGSHALL EXAMINED ON 
A CHARGE OF INSANITY. 


A Redondo Druggist Procured the 
Examination Becatse His Son 
Had Deserted His Home to Fol- 
low Coggshall’s Teachings. 


Ralph O. Coggshall was examined be- 
fore a lunacy commission and Superior 
Judge M. T. Allen yesterday on a 
charge of insanity, and was discharged 
from custody and the complaint against 
him dismissed. The complaint was 
sworn to by Kenneth A. Millican. It 
described Coggshall’s mental deficiency 
by the following expressions: ‘“‘Labors 
under delusions. Acts violently at 
times.”’ 


Coggeshall is an_ intelligent-looking, 
long-haired, eighteen-year-old boy, 
whose paleness and lack of superfluous 
flesh show that he is not a gourmand. 
He told the following story of his life 
to Judge Allen: He was born and 
raised in the Middle West, and a few 
years ago went to work on a farm in 
Arkansas. Here he was told by the Bi- 
ble that he was an ordained minister of 
Christ and that he must cease to think 
of temporal things and work seven days 
in the week, saving some of the mil- 
lions of souls that are perisning daily. 
The Lord, he said, told the hearts of 
the sinners and wicked husbandmen, 
and now and then a professor of Chris- 
tianity, to give him meat, drink and 
raiment, but he never asked for any 
food or clothing, or money with which 
to procure them. In fact, he gave no 
thought to matters pertaining to the 
body, but on the contrary, ministered 
to the inner man as seldom as possible: 
Coggshall started out to preach, first 
working in small towns in Arkansas 
and Missouri, and finally reaching Kan- 
sas City. From there he went to San 
Francisco and Oakland, preaching on 
the streets in both cities, but doing the 
greater portion of his work individu- 
ally. About two months ago he came 
to Los Angeles and has lived with a 
man and his wife at No. 633 West 
Washington street. This family is of 
Coggshall’s religious belief. 

Coggshall answered a number of 
questions readily and showed that his

Samuel Bland Sues Marius Meyer for 
Damages. 


Samuel Bland filed a_ suit yesterday 
against Marius Meyer in which he 
asked for $5000 damages. The trouble 
between Bland and Meyer, as set forth 
in the complaint filed yesterday, is as 
follows: 

Samuel Bland has owned what is 
known as the “Bland Place” for thirty 
years. This place is located about two 
miles east of Norwalk. Meyer lives on 
land adjacent to the “Bland Place,” and 
through his property there runs a ra- 
vine called Cafiada la Verde. Down 
this cafion flows a stream of water, the 
flow varying in the wet and dry sea- 
sons from seventy-five to ten miner's 
inches. 

In 1870 Bland, the plaintiff, con- 
structed two dams to make it easier to 
get at the water, and in 1890 built 
ditches for the purpose of carrying the 
water over his property. In 1894, it is 
alleged, Meyer built dams and ditches 
in such a manner as to take all the 
water away from the Bland property. 
Bland has an acre of his land covered 
with a ten-year-old orange orchard, six 
acres with deciduous fruit trees, some 
of which are not more than three years 
old, and twenty acres on which he has 
been accustomed to raise alfalfa. He 
claims that the lack of water has 
that he cannot 
even raise alfalfa on his property with- 
out irrigation, which it is-impossible for 
him to obtain except from the stream 
in the cafion. Bland asks that he be 
awarded $5000 as damages sustained by 
his property. 


HEAVY DAMAGES SOUGHT. 
A Poultry Firm Claims Nordholt 
Ruined Its Business. 


The case of T.-M. Clark and M. A. 
Steves against W. T. Nordholt was on 
trial yesterday before Judge Shaw and 
a jury in Department Five. The suit 
was brought to recover damages, and is 
one of three, each of which prays for 
$5000. The alleged cause: of action as 
set forth by the complaint, is as fol- 
lows: 

Clark and Steves conducted a poultry 
business on Nordholt’s property. .Nord- 
holt wished to sell the tract of land oc- 
cupied by the chicken merchants to the 
city, and finally did so. The city bought 
it for the purpose of erecting a school 
building upon it, and has since built 
what is known as the Sixth-street 
school on the land. In order to obtain 
possession of the property and induce 
his tenants to leave, Nordholt raised 
their rent to $2000 a month. When they 
refused to pay him that amount, he 
brought suit against them for $2030 and 
had an attachment issued. The firm 
claimed that the real amount of their 
indebtedness at that time was $18, 
which they offered to their landlord and 
ever stood ready to pay to him. The 
damages asked for are for injury to 
the plaintiffs’ business, to their reputa- 
tion and to their feelings. The case 
will be taken up again this morning.

A QUESTION O FTIME. i 
Wallace Said One Year in Folsom 
Was Sufficient, 

Cc. C. Wallace was brought before 
Judge B. N. Smith in Department One 
of the Superior Court yesterday on a 
charge of burglary in the second de- 
gree. He pleaded guilty to the charge 
and was sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment in the State Penitentiary 

at Folsom. 

Wallace presented a pitiable appear-, 
ance in the court-room yesterday. His 
thin, emaciated form and hollow cheeks 
and sunken eyes told plainly of the 
ravages of opiates on his system. Wal- 
lace is a confirmed cocaine and mor- 
phine fiend, using as much as sixty 
grains of the latter drug daily. He was 
allowed to use the “gun” just before 
he was brought into court, and _ in- 
jected twenty grains of morphine into 
his body without a tremor. 

When the information charging Wal- 
lace with burglary had been read to 
him and he pleaded guilty thereto he 
was asked by Judge Smith what had 
been the circumstances surrounding 
the crime. Wallace replied: 

“Your Honor, I have been a habitual 
user of this drug for seven years, and 
my crime, stealing a watch, was com- 
mitted while I was under its influence. 
I know this does not make me the less 
guilty, but I wish Your Honor would 
deal with meleniently on that account. 
I have been working ever since I came 
to Los Angeles, which was four or five 
months ago, and stole the watch to 
procure the drug, as all my money 
had been spent to procure it.’”’ 

Judge Smith asked Wallace how long 
he thought it would take for him to’ 
be cured of the morphine habit if he 
were placed in a position where it was 
impossible for him to procure the drug. 
Wallace promptly answered that he 
thought one year’s imprisonment would 
cure him effectually, and when Judge 
Smith said he doubted it, Wallace re- 
peated his assertion.

FATHER-IN-LAW DESCRIBES 
HIS TRAGIC DEATH. 


He Takes Exception to Published 
Reports of Harrold’s Past 
Life and His Suicide. . 


KILLED HIMSELF IN INSANITY. 


(IS MARRIED LIFE HAD BEEN A 
HAPPY ONE, 


- with Trying te Blackmail Him, 
©erouer Baker Sayan no Gon- 
: cealment Was Attempted. 


The tragic death of E. W. Harrold 
of Ventura county a week ago, by his 
own hand, has greatly grieved his 
friends and relatives. J. B. Harris, 
the father-in-law of the dead man, 
thinks that the facts in relation to his 
death have not been understood or 
realized, and that injustice was done 
to his memory by the report which 
rumor has spread abroad, and which 
found place in the account published in 
yesterday’s Times. 

J. B. Harris is an old resident of 
California. For thirty years he lived 
im San Francisco; he spent years in 
Central America building railroads and 
‘directing work done on the Nicaragua 
‘canal, and at present’ he is living in 
Monrovia, resting and taking his ease 
after a busy life. 

“There is no doubt whatever,” said 
Mr. Harris yesterday ‘that Mr. Harrold 
“committed suicide while suffering from 
@ form of inganity. Hie life had been 
‘@® happy one; there was nothing 
to make him wish to die, and he him- 
self, in the hours which intervened 
between the moment when he inflicted 
the fatal wound and his death, de- 
Clared that he could not understand 
what ‘had impélled him to fire the 
fatal shot, and that he was exceedingly 
sorry that he had tried to kill himself, 

“In his. long life there was one un- 
pleasant experience, but it reflected 
no discredit upon himself; though it 
‘was the cause of much annoyance. 

“When he was a boy near Bloom- 
ington, Ill, he knew a certain young 
girl whose maiden name [ have for- 
gotten. She was married to a man 
named Wiley, and Harrold lost all trace 
of: her and forgot her. He went to 
Texas and made a fortune in the cattle 
business. He and his brother sold one 
herd of cattle for over a million dollars. 
The..woman heard of his wealth, and 
as she had recently. been divorced from 
Wiley, she determined to try to obtain 
some of Harrold’s money. She insti- 
tuted a suit in the Fort Worth, Tex., 
courts, alleging that, after her divorce, 
a. been seduced by Harrold under 
promise of marriage. 

“Shortly before the time when this 
suit was instituted, Mr. Harrold had 
become engaged to my daughter, then 
Miss Clarise Harris. She was our only 
child, and my wife and I did not want 
her to,marry and leave us. We had 
only esteem for Mr. Harrold person- 
ally, but we wanted to keep our daugh- 
ter with us longer. We offered to take 
her to Europe or to the Holy Land if 
she would remain unmarried. But she 
could not be persuaded, so the two be- 
came engaged. 

“This was in February, and it was 
Shortly after that the Wiley woman in- 
stituted breach of promise proceed- 
ings in Texas. Mr. Harrold came to me 
and told me the whole story. He de- 
clared that the woman had not the 
slightest claim against him, that he thad 
never had anything whatever to do 
with her, and that it was a case of at- 
tempted biackmajl, pure and simple. 
He asked mé to go to Texas and sat- 
isfy myself that his character was un- 
blemished. 

“I went to. Fort Worth, thorouch 
investigated the matter, and — 
that he had told the simple truth, and 
the result was that the woman lost 
her suit and that Harrold married my 
__ daughter in October of the same year. 

“All my daughter's life had been 
passed in San Francisco. Harrold 
wanted her to go and live with him in 
his ranch home near Saticoy. She went 
and, greatly to the surprise of myself 
and wife, who had not hoped for such 
things from a girl who had been 
brought up in a large city, she was en- 
tirely happy and contented. They lived 
a thoroughly happy life together. To 
the day of his death: they were to- 
gether continually, and always occu- 
pied the same room. They were both 
very much attached to their three chil- 
dren, a boy of 10, a boy of 8, and a

soon better, but we found that Harr#id 
himself.was ill It was the worst possi- 
ble illness, ‘an affection of -the -mind: 
His mania was that he was about ‘to 
lose all of his property, and that finan- 
cial ruin star him in the face, I 
looked into all his affairs, and found 
that he was possessed of 
worth at least $400,000, and that 
debts were not over $10,000 all told: I 
reassured him, and told him that the 
very next day I would draw a check 
in his favor for $10,000. But this did 
not seem to reassure him in the least, 
and when I saw that,.I was greatly 
disturbed, for-it told me that he was 
going insane. He seemed perfectly 
rational on every subject except that 
of his financial affairs. We consulted 
Dr. Bard and Dr. Kelsey, two physi- 
cions who enjoy high repute in Ven- 
tura county,.and they gave us full di- 
rections as to how to care for him, 
which were explicitly obeyed. 

“On Monday morning, April 12, we 
went out of doors. Harrold went into 
the barn, presumably to care for the 
horses, A few minutes later his ten- 
year-old son came running out, and 
told me that he had found his father 
hanging from a beam with a rope 
around his neck, and that he had 
loosened the rope so as to let him fall 
to the ground, and then taken it from 
his neck. 

“We carried Harrold into the house 
and sent for physicians. He was soon 
in normal physical health again. The 
physicians told us that we had better 
take him to my ranch at “Monrovia, 
and in case that that did not seem to 
restore his mental health, to take him 
to Dr. Robinson’s sanitarium at Liver- 
more. 


“Last Friday morning something 


happened which upset all our plans, 


We were just through breakfast. Mr. 
Harrold was left in the dining-room 
watching the baby.

“Mr. Harrold died about 11 o’clock, 
and before twenty minutes there was 
a telephone message from there, re- 
questing me to come immediately and 
bring a coroner’s jury with me. On ar- 
rival there, I held the inquest, and 
everyone who knew anything about his 
death testified freely and voluntarily. 
The verdict was; ‘Death from a gun- 
shot wound, inflicted by himegelf, while 
insane.’ 
The foregoing statement from J. B. 
Harris is self-explanatory, and is pub- 
lished as a simple matter of fustice to. 
him and his family, and with a sincere 
expression of regret on the part of The 
Times that it was led into error in the 
matter. The alleged facts and circum- 
stances from which the original report 
of the Harrold suicide were written 
were given to the Times reporter with 
Such explicitness of detail that there 
Was every reason to believe the story 
correct.

IRRIGATION BONDS. The last State 
Legislature enacted three laws relat- 
ing to irrigation. One provides that 
any district which desires to disincor- 
porate can do so upon paying its in- 
debted ness. Another provides that 
hereafter there shall be no districts 
formed, except where the majority of 
the land owners, representing the ma- 
jority im value and acreage of the 
land, shall favor the organization of 
the district, and also no bonds shall 
be soki for less than par, and none 
shall we exchanged for anything but 
money. Another law provides that 
where is outstanding irndebted- 
ness, such as bonds or warrarits, they 
may be refunded for twenty to forty 
years at an interest no higher than 5 
per cent. Per annum. This last law will 
permit disetricts to secure sufficient 
time in which to pay their indebtedness 
after their trees are growing and bear- 
ing, and the land is all in cultivation. 

A San Francisco correspondent of 
the United Siéates Investor takes a san- 
guine view of these laws, as tending 
to further camplicate the irrigation 
question, rather than to clear up the 
doubts which -have surrounded it: It 


s: 

“The benefit of these laws has al- 
ready been felt in many of the #is- 
tricts. In many of these districts where 
people have refused to pay their taxes, 
they are now paying up, and litigation 


that has been pending, has been aban- 


doned. There is no doubt that within a 
year’s time all the districts will be pay- 
ing interest on the bonds promptly, 
and they will command a good price in 
the market.” 

This correspondence also gives the 
following reasons, furnished by Judge 
Waymire, who is known as an author- 
ity on irrigation matters, as to why ir- 
rigation bonds are a good investment: 

“Because they are bonds of a public 
or municipal corporation. 

“RBecause the bonds are absolutely

“Recause the security does not dimin- 
ish in value, but increases year by 
year. 

“Because the interest and principal 
are provided for by taxation, the same 
as for other municipal corporation 
bonds. 

“Recause the tax is not a burden 
upon the tax-payer; it is only a part 
of the increased profit to him, produced 
by the expenditure of the money re- 
ceived for the bonds. 

“Recause it is the cheapest way for 
the land-owner to get water for his 
land, and the only way in which he ca® 


. become the owner of it. 


“Because the bonds 
edly legal. 

“Because California is a new and 
rapidly growing State.” 

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

CALIFORNIA VERSUS AFRICAN 
MINES. Referring to the heavy losses 
that have been made by English peo- 
ple in South African mines, the London 
Economist recently said: 

“In 1895 forty-one mining companies 
af South Africa sold at a valuation of 
nearly £122,000,000. The present valu- 
ation of the same forty-one companies 
is undef £43,000,000. The decline in 
eighteen months has thus been 65 per 
cent. Besides this four finance and ex- 
ploration companies which sold for 
£36.500.000 in 1895 now sell for less than 
£8,750,000.” 

This is of interest to California, for 
the reason that many English inves- 
tors, who had been operating in Africa, 
have since turned their. atterftion§ to 
California, as a field for mining opera- 
tions, and there is every probability 
that still more will do so in the near 
future. The fact that the gold output 
of 1896 was nearly $2,000,000 more than 
in 1895. and that 1897 promises to show 
a still larger yield, is of itself an ad- 
vertisement for the California mining 
industry. 


THE NEW MINING LAW. Mention 
was recently made in this column of 
the new State law relating to the 
method of locating recording and do- 
ing work on quartz mining claims. 
The same.law provides, also, for work 
on placer claims. «The Examiner, in 
its mining department, gives the fol- 
lowing summary of this law, as it re- 
lates to placer claims: 

“It requires that the discoverer of 
placers or other forms of deposit sub- 
ject to location under laws applicable 
to placers must at once post a notice 
or certificate of location ‘at the point 
of discovery, giving the name of the 
claim, names of locators, date of dis- 
covery and posting of notice, descrip- 
tion of the claim by reference to legal 
subdivisions of sections of the location 
as made in conformity to the public 
surveys; otherwise, a description with 
reference to geome natural object or 
permanent monument as will identify 
the claim, and where such claim is 
legal subdivisions of the 
public surveys, such. location shall, 
notwithstanding that fact, be marked 
by the locator upon the ground the 
same as other locations. Within thirty 
daye of the date of he myst 
record the notice or certificate of loca- 
tion in the office of the County Re- 
erder. and so distinctly mark his loca- 
tion on the eround that its boundaries 
can be readily traced. Within sixty 
days from the discovery he shall per- 
form labor upon the claim in develop- 
ing it which shall be equivalent in 
the aggregate to at least $10 worth of 
such labor for each twenty acres or 
fractional part thereof contained in 
the location. A failure to perform such 
labor within the time especified shall 
cause 21] rights under such location to 
be forfeited. and the land covered 
thereby shall at once be open to relo- 
cation by qualified locators other than 
the preceding locators, but shall not 
in any event be open to location by 
such preceding locators, and any labor 
performed by them shal! not inure to 
the benefit of any subsequent locator. 
Such locator shall, upon, the perfor- 
mance of the labor, file with the Re- 
corder of the county an affidavit show- 
ing euch performance and generally 
the nature and kind of work done. 
This affidavit and the placer notice or 
certificate of location when filed for 
record shall be deemed prima facie 
evidence of the facts therein cited. 
Locations of piacer locations which do 
not conform to the requirements of 
this act shall be void.”

THE FRUIT TRADE OF SICILY. 


are undoubt- 


According to reports sent in to the 
Department of State by the United 
States Consul at Messina, ‘Sicily, the 


lemon trade of that island is in a de- 
plorable condition. It seems that last 
season the indiscriminate distribution 
of letters of credit made fruit ex- 
rters of paupers who had nothing to 
a and all to win, and enabled them 
without a cent of capital to do a bus)- 
ness which, when honestly Conducted, 
requires plenty of ready money. Nat- 
urally, their appearance upon the mar- 
ket, in competition with old and re- 
sponsible shippers, caused injustice. 
Those importers whose beneficence 
caused this trouble last season are 
now chewing the cud of bitter expe- 
rience, and issue credits only to those 
upon whom they think they can rely. 
The result has been a most appreciable 
reduction in the quantity shipped as 
pared with the previous” season. 
The Consul gives the following de- 
scription of the condition of affairs 
that has been brought abeuf by reck- 
less shipments to the United States: 


“Me fruit trade of Sicily, as con- | 


4@ucted last season, was rotten to tha 


core. The honest ehippers with capi- 
tal. who are in it, were so badly han- 
dicapped by the questionable methods 
of the ‘chevaliers d'industrie,’ that 
they lost heavily on good fruit shipped 
without advance; while the others, 
trading on the credulity of the im- 
porter, reaped in many cases a good 
profit upon common fruit before it left 
the port. To those who would ques- 
tion this etatement, I would cite the fol- 
lowing facts: One million two hun- 
dred and twenty-two thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-five boxes of green 
fruit left Messina last season, upon 
every one of which it is conceded that 
there was an average loss of $1 per 
box. Was thie sustained by the ship- 
per? By no meafis; for the majority 
of those who do business upon advance 
payment have nothing that is tangible. 
This is conclusively proven by the fact 
that when the letters of credit are oc- 
casionally stopped these people cease 
to ship, and at the beginning of the 
season they could not commence work 
were it not for the advance made them 
by the steamship agents,, who are re- 
paid by_the addition of from 3d. to 6d 
to the freight upon each box until the 
debt is liquidated. 

“Notwithstanding the demoralized 
market, not one of these shippers falled. 
Today, they are apparently as pros- 
perous as if the price in New York 
was $5 a box instead of $1.45. But 
there ,were lost upon Messina ship- 
ments alone over $1,500,000, and the 
books of the bankers and Importers 
tell the story. Hence, I repeat, with- 
out fear of contradiction, that the ma- 
jority of the shippers made their profits 
on the difference between the cost of 
the fituit shipped and the amount ad- 
vanced by the importers. A careful 
study of the facts will, I feel sure, 
confirm my assertion, and it should 
be a deathblow to the advance sys- 
tem. If an importer wants to specu- 
late in green fruit, had he not better 
eend a reliable agent to the spot and, 
instead of giving.an advance, pay & 
shilling or two more and buy the 
roods? Then he can make such dis- 
position of the same as he pleases, 
and, if he makes a profit, that profit fs 
his: if alosa, it is alsohis, and he 
knows full well from experience that 
if the goods were consigned and sold 
helow the advance. in nearly every 
case the loss would still be his. As 
soon as the average Meesina shinper 
learns that a consignment has been 
sold at a profit. he wants the net vro- 
ceeds cabled to him, but when there 
are short proceeds, we have a different 
story. Then the importer, knowtne too 
well that he cannot recover cash from 
the impecunious shipper, and hoping 
to recoun on future coneienments. 
eends another letter of credit: rood 
money goes after bad. and the affair 
continues until he firallv becomes dis- 
gusted and refuses further advances.’

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, May 5.—Today’s market was 


reactionary throughout, and véry many stocks | 


show a loss of a point or more over yester- 
day's transactions, the gain of yesterday be- 
ing for the most, part lost. The activity of 
the dealings was also considerably diminished 
as compared with yesterday, the total shares 
being somewhat less than gesterday. Of to- 
day's sales nearly half were of Sugar and 
Chicago Gas. Outside of these, Western 
Union was the only notably active stock on 
the list. The turbulent rusn to cover of the 
shorts last night left that interest largely de- 
pleted in today’s market, end there was no 
resulting pressure to buy. There was, be- 
sides, the natural reaction from yesterday's 
rush on profit-taking. The prices of Ameri- 
cans in London helped the decline to some 
extent, though not fully to the London parity 
until that market had sol¢ several thousand 
of the leading international stocks in 
‘market. But the principal motive of the 


a 


selling was undoubtedly a modification of the 
view held yesterday, that tne tariff bill was 
assured of a speedy enactment into law. Re- 
ports found currency early m the day of ex- 
pressions of dissatisfactt#n with the bill by 
prominent members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and especially of determined hos- 
tility to schedules which are viewed with most 
interest in Wall street. Seeing the weakness 
of the market, the traders embarked upon a 
selling movement to discount the defeat of 
the Anglo-American treaty in the Senate, the 
vote upon which was not yet taken when the 
market closed. There was no evidence in 
thie of any deep-seated timidity on the part 
of capital lest the defeat of the treaty should 
jead to international complications. It was 
rather a maneuver of present traders which 
was effective In a narrow market, .and which 
was based on a supposition that London will 
sell American securities on the defeat of the 
treaty. The day was marked by a further de- 
cline in the rates of sterling exchange, de- 
mand touching 4.87 and sixty days 4.85%, and 
the subsequent subsidence of fears of further 
gold shipments on Saturday, which are now 
considered improbable. Rumors of an agree- 
ment by an exchange house not to ship more 
gold were denied, but there was coupled with 
the statement that further shipments were not 
likely this week. The gain in gold of $245,000 
yesterday was a further factor in dispersing 
apprehension on this score. Lead jumped 1% 
on the schedule in the tariff bill affecting it, 
but lost the advance.

London Financial Market. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—The Evening Post's 
London financial cablegram says: “The 
stock markets were firm today, but’ the 
boom in English rails was the only feature.

A RESIDENCE AND MOST 
CONTENTS BURNED. 


Origin of the Fire Unknown—Henry 


or ITs 


Fisher Elected President of the 


Electric Light Company—A Dis- 
astrous Runaway—Preparing for 
the Railway Conductors. 


PASADENA, May 5.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The handsome dwelling 
of Mrs. C. A. White on Hollister ave- 
nue, about four blocks beyond the east 
city limits, was destroyed by fire about 
3 o'clock this afternoon. The origin of 
the fire is unknown. Mrs. White and 
her daughter were the only members of 
the family at home when the catas- 
trophe occurred. A Chinaman who is 
employed about the place. was work- 
ing in the orange grove near the house, 
and Mrs. White was also out of doors. 
She was startled by a shout from the 
Chinaman, \and, looking toward -the 
house, she saw flames bursting from 
the northwest part of the roof. The 


neighbors were quickly aroused and 


soom reached the scene, but the flames 
had already made such headway that 
any effort to extinguish them would 
obviously be hopeless. Every energy 
therefore turned to saving as much’ 
as possible of the contents of the house. 
It was found impossible to remove any- 
thing above the first floor, as the smoke 
and flames drove back all who at- 
tempted to ascend the stairs. The 
neighbors succeeded, however in tak- 
out the piano and most of the furni- 
ture on- the first floor. Some silver- 
Ware, pctures and carpets were also 
saved. The flames worked slowly 
downward until finally 
mained standing except the two ick 
chimneys. The fire department was 
not summoned, as it was thought the 
firemen could not arrive in season to 
do anything. 

No accurate estimate of the entire 
loss has yet been made. Mrs. White 
was completely prostrated by the oc- 
currence, and was unable to-form any 
idea of the value of the contents of 
the upper story of the house. The loss 
is largely covered by insurance, as Mrs. 
White carried a policy of $7000 on the 
house and $3000 on the furniture. The 
house was a two-story and attic frame 
dwelling, and was substantially built 
and- handsomely finished. It was built 
mine years ago and originally cost 
Mrs. White is well known to older 
residents of Pasadena. She kept the 
old Los Angeles House when it stood 
upon the present site of the First. Na- 
tional Bank. The destriiction of: her 
home was peculiarly trying, because of 
the fact that Mr. White, her husband, 
who has been engaged for seven years 
past in superintending some importart 
mining enterprises in Mexico, was ex- 
pected home next month, and Mrs. 
White had been busily occupted in pre- 
paring the home for his return.

NEW CHIEF OF POLICE FOR SAN 
DIEGO CITY. 


Estimated City Expenses—A Big 
Guano Concession — Far-fetched 
Political Assessments — Million- 
aire Clark Buying Art Treasures 
in Paris. 


SAN DIEGO, May 5.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The Police Commission- 
ers have elected James Russell Chief 
of Police of this city to succeed J. W. 
Brenning. His name was placed in 
namination by Dr. Stockton, while 
Omar C. Smith noniinated W. H. Prin- 
gie. On the first ballot Russell re- 
ceived 3, Pringle 1, blank 1, and Russell 
was elected. Mr. Russell was born in 
New York City in 1853, and has lived 
in California since 1859. He is an ac- 
tive, earnest Republican, and has 
served as deputy sheriff and deputy 
United States Marshal, besides operat- 
ding a private detective bureau. 

A GUANO CONCESSION. 

Lew B. Harris, who has resigned as 
chief engineer of the Southern Califor- 
nia Mountain Water Company, will 
begin development of a guano conces- 
sion, which Jesse R. Grant has ob- 
tained from Mexico. Col. Philpott and 
Riverside capitalists are said to be in- 
terested in this guano development. 
The concession obtained by Mr. Grant 
gives an exclusive right to gather 
guano or the coast and islanns of 
Lower California from the twenty- 
ninth parallel north. A San Francisco 
schooner is to,be charteded for the first 
expedition to the conéession. 

CITY EXPENSES. 

The Ways and Means Committee of 
the Council is considering the Audi- 
tor’s estimate of the city’s expenses 
forthe year ahead.

Utah Committee Going to Invite 
Him to Salt Lake. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIR®.] 

CHICAGO, May 6.—Three members 
of a committee from Utah passed 
through Chicago today on thelr way 
to Washington where, with the rema'n- 
ing members, they wili invite Pres.- 
dent McKinley to attend the Utah 
Jubilee, July 24. They were the Hon. 
George Q. Cannon, Hon. George W. 
Bartch of the State Supreme Court, 
and Capt. P. H, Lannan, editor ot 
the Salt lake Tribune, They were ac- 
companied by George E. W. Dorsey 
of Nevada. The other members_ of 
the committee ar@ Senator Cannon and 
Rawlings and Congressman King. 

It will be fifty years on the 24th of 
next July since the little band of 
pioneers entered Salt Lake Valley, and 
the people not only of Utah, but of 
the adjoining States and Territories 
proposes to fittingly celebrate the anni- 
versary of the event, since these p'o- 
neers made possible the settlement of 
the great American desert. They are 
confident the President will accept the 
invitation. 

“He is going to the Tennessee Ex- 
position,” said one of them, “‘and that 
is a commercial affair. It is proper 
that he should go to Nashville. It {is 
also eminently proper that he should 
visit Salt Lake City during our jubi- 
lee, This is)a sentiment, to be sure, 
but our.pioneers paved the way for 
building up the West, and are they 
not worthy of recognition by the peo- 
ple of the whole country through the 
presence of the President?
